About noon, Monday, Heller left 
his home, where he lives with his 
aged mother, Mrs. Jennie Day, to 
feed the hogs.

CLAIMS CHINA 
WILL EMERGE 
FROM OLD LIFE 


< hristian Leader De­ 
clares His Country 
Is Shaking Off 
Shackles. 


The rise of a new China, tearing 
off the shackles of age-worn con­ 
ventions, was expertly portrayed by 
Dr. T Z Roo, celebrated Christian 
leader in China, in his address to 
the students of Gettysburg college 
and .seminary this morning in the 
Majestic theatre. 
His subject was, 
"China in tile Remaking ” 
IHxlor Roo, who was brought to 
Gettysburg under the auspices of 
the Lutheran theological seminary 
and the college, lectured during the 
summer at the Northfield summer 
school and has gained considerable 
prestige ms an orator and authority 
on China 
The speaker told briefly of tile 
new* political developments in China 
within the past few years 
Until 
only recently China’s education was 
| carried 
on 
primarily 
in 
family 
schools where the young Chinese 
i students were taught nothing of na­ 
tionalism, Doctor Roo stated 
They 
were taught to avoid 
politics as 
much as |mss!hie aud it was only 
when the students reached the col­ 
lege period of education that a spirit 
of nationalism entered their stud­ 
ies 
Today Doctor Roo pointed out 
that through a new educational sys­ 
tem nationalism and an interest in 
governmental affairs has been de- 
j ve loped. 
Pointing out that China has been 
a m onarchy for over 2,000 years,

Determined to provide work projects for Gettysburg's 
unemployed rather than buy food for them during the win­ 
ter, council took action to prepare four projects and dis­ 
cussed about a dozen more at a special meeting, Wednesday 
| evening. 
Councilman C. W. Epley. who presented the projects for 
consideration, said Gettysburg's quota of unemployed, ap­ 
proximately 200, must be provided with work or council will 
be compelled by the state and federal relief agencies to buy 
food for them. 
Spurred to action by Councilman Epley’s remarks, coun­ 
cil went on record to have a project prepared for the clean­ 
ing of the channel of Rock Creek from the sewage disposal 
plant to the Baltimore 'pike in an effort to eradicate mos- 
| quitoes. 
Eliminate M osquitoes 
To further eliminate the mosquito menace, council 
voted for the preparation of another project to permanently 
drain all swamps in Gettysburg, remove all debris from va­ 
cant lots, mow and burn weeds on vacant lots. 
By another project council took favorable action to ex­ 
tend East Water street to Fourth street and thence to York 
street. 
Under a fourth project which council voted to submit 
sewer lines would be laid on Fairview avenue and Gettys and 
Queen streets, all in the southwestern section of town. 
Councilman Epley suggested that Rock Creek be cleaned 
and the banks beautified from the Harrisburg road to the 
Baltimore ‘pike, hut other councilmen felt that inasmuch as 
the stream was cleaned two years ago from the Harrisburg 
road to the sewage treatment plant, it would be better to ex­ 
tend th** work from the plant to the Baltimore 'pike. 
Pork Service Aid 
Most of that section of Rock creek 
passes through the national park, 
but Councilman Epley said the work 
would not change the channel of the 
stream nor would rocks in the chan­ 
nel 
be 
moved. Councilmen 
said 
they believed the federal govern­ 
ment would cooperate in such a 
project. Two years ago, the park 
authorities refused to permit Rock 
creek being cleaned below the sew­ 
age treatment plant. 
The county 
commissioners will also be asked to 
cooperate. 
H ie project for a cleanup of Get­ 
tysburg borough will require IO m at 
for one year, Councilman Epley said.

LAP).- A vigorous international pro­ 
gram, spearheaded by an attack on 
Communism and a dem and for w ith­ 
drawal of recognition of Soviet Rus­ 
sia, was adopted by inc n itional con­ 
vention, of the 
American 
Legion 
Wednesday 
The m atter of the bonus, para­ 
mount objective of tho World W ar 
veterans, remained among pending 
business wften the session adjourned 
at 2:45 p, rn., nearly two hours after 
the scheduled end of the business 
session. 
All but 200 of the 1,200 delegates 
had deserted the hall by the time the 
fifth of its nine committees had 
made its report. For many delegates 
all interest was gone after the end of 
a two-hour battle to select a 1936 
convention city, 
Cleveland Finally Chosen 
Cleveland finally was chosen after 
four ballots over Los Angeles, A tlan­ 
tic City and Denver. 
A twenty-one point Americanism 
program, presented by the com mit­ 
tee headed by J J. Twomey, of M as­ 
sachusetts was unanimously approv­ 
ed by the delegates, who cheered re­ 
peatedly as the resolutions were 
read. 
Eight of the resolutions were spe­ 
cifically directed against "subver­ 
sive movement” and formulated an 
agresslve 1935-36 program for the 
organization. 
Immediate rescission of Russian 
recognition was dem anded on the 
ground th a t the Soviet government 
had not ceased its sjamsorship of 
"subversive activities” in this coun­ 
try. 
Opposed to All “IKins” 
A policy of active opposition to 
Communism, Naziism, Fascism and 
“other 'isms' contrary to the funda­ 
m ental principles of democracy,” was 
adopted with cheers by the delegates 
“Combat all organizations whose 
purposes are to underm ine sap, over­ 
throw or otherwise destroy the prin­ 
ciples of American gvernm ent” was 
the m andate laid down for the Le­ 
gion by the convention. 
Closing of im m igration for ten j 
yeans and deportation of foreign 
agitators, destitute aliens and those 
who gained entrance into this coun­ 
try Illegally, was demanded 
As a corollary, the Legion urged 
compulsory flinger printing of all 
tiersons, although rejecting a de­ 
m and from th*- Michigan delegation 
that a requirem ent for identifica­
